Mr.  Lazarus  asks  the  Committee  to  forward  comments 
to  him.  He  acknowledges  that  there  will  be  a  sixth 
Draft .  He  also  acknowledged  that  were  still  issues  to 
be  covered.  He  discussed  creating  a  compensation 
code  not  amendable  except  as  permissible  by  State  law 
for  Charter  Reform. 


Public  Comment  Milton  Edelin  from  the  Department  of  City 

Planning  discussed  his  correspondence  to 
the  Committee.  Specifically  jurisdictional 
overlap  for  example  between  themselves  and 
the  Arts  Commission.  The  Department  will  discuss 
these  and  other  issues  further  at  their  next  regular 
meeting  and  respond  further  to  the  Committee.

Mr.  Johnson  raised 
issues  of  the  possibility  of  a  Mayor  with  a  strong 
personality  "running"  the  government  from  the 
field.  Ms.  Provenzano  asked  if  the  City  Manager  plan 
diffused  accountability  even  further.  Mr.  Harrington 
responded  that  it  actually  "pinpointed"  accountability, 
The  Board  would  be  responsible  for  setting  policy  and 
the  City  Manager  is  responsible  for  implementation. 
Mr.  Abrams  reminded  that  is  not  always  a  clear 
distinction  between  policy  and  implementation. 
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Ms.  Thier  mentioned  that  if  the  City  Manager  is 
appointed  it  gives  a  lot  of  power  to  a  non-elected 
official  and  raises  accountability  issues.  Mr.  Van  Ness 
responded  that  if  the  City  Manager  doesn't  do  their 
job  they  can  be  removed.  Mr.  Birrer  has  experience 
working  under  CAO's  and  found  it  to  be  very  effective. 
Further  discussion  raised  questions  of  possible 
micro-management,  whether  the  City  Manager  job 
would  be  politicized  by  the  need  to  keep  his  or  her 
position.
